May 26. 

Trip to Bay Point to examine septic tank installation 
in relation to a well which supplies four cottages nearby.

The State Board of Education has presented its revised 
State Aid Program to the members of the 1951 General 
Court (Legislature). Although it provides for an increase 
of a million dollars in State Aid Newbury will not get any 
money from an equalization program. Without attempting 
to explain the somewhat complicated formula, the reason 
that Newbury does not get State Aid under an equalization 
formula is the fact that Newbury is one of the relatively 
wealthy towns in the state. Few towns in the state have 
more taxable property supporting each pupil than Newbury. 
It may be that some of the large cities like Manchester will 
hold out for some general aid and, if that is the case, New- 
bury would get a small amount of State Aid money. 

Last spring it looked as though prices were going to 
be somewhat stable, and the teacher supply might improve 
with young men entering the elementary field. However, 
since the Korean situation developed, things have changed 
for the worse. Prices have been steadily increasing and 
the teacher supply will be limited. Young men who graduate 
from college next June will go into the armed services and 
few boys graduating from high school will be able to go 
on to college before they enter the armed services. Towns 
that have good teachers will do well to keep them. Teachers’ 
salaries will go up next year throughout the nation. Already 
communities in New England are making cost of living 
adjustments in teachers’ salaries. 

The schools have started off well this year and it looks 
as though it would be a successful year. The school enroll- 
ment has decreased and with war plants re-opening in the 
cities Newbury will not have to worry about school housing 
as are many other towns.

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FOREST FIRE PREVENTION 
PAYS DIVIDENDS 





Most forest fires are preventable because someone is re- 
sponsible for them. State records for 1950 show 94% of 632 
fires resulted from human perversness and carelessness. Re- 
fusal to secure the required warden permit before burning; 
failure to use good judgment, lack of equipment and assist- 
ance while burning; carelessness in smoking and poorly con- 
ditioned woods equipment (trucks, tractors, etc.) resulted in 
a total of 6090.6 burned acres with a loss of $63,949.10 in 
valuable property. 

Fortunately, these human factors can be dealt with be- 
cause people can be reached. This the local forest fire war- 
den tries to do by informing his fellow citizens that 
EVERYONE MUST :— 

1. Secure a written permit to burn in or near woodlands 

when the ground is not covered with snow. 

2. Use good judgment in burning and have enough equip- 
ment and assistance to keep fire under control at all 
times. , 

3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands and re- 
frain from throwing lighted materials from automo- 
biles. 

4. Make certain that all equipment used in the woods is 
in good condition. 

His success depends entirely upon public reaction to his 
appeals. He does his part — the rest depends upon YOU 
and 

YOUR compliance with burning requirements 

YOUR care with YOUR fires and YOUR smoking and 

YOUR care of motive equipment you use in the woods.
